ALL OBSTACLES TO TRADE 
WITH RUSSIA REMOVED. 


- [EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH} 


WASHINOTON, Feb, 24.—There is no blockade or prohibi- 
tive restrictions in the way of trade with soviet Rugsia except such 
as pertain to materials of war, according to a 


issued by the Department of Justice, which reads, in part:

“Exporters’ in the United States 
who wish to open trade with Russia 
are infornted that formal restric- 
tions on ordinary commerce between 
the two ¢éountries no longer, exist. 
e occasion for this notice ‘se the 
accumulation of inquiries from 
American commercial houses as to 
the exact status of our trade rela- 
tions with Russia. 

“Economic conditions in Russia, 
and the fact that the existing Rus- 
sian government has not been rec- 
ognized by the United States and 
other leading powers, must neces- 
sarily retard commercial intercourse. 
The impossibility of obtaining recog- 
nition of United States passports in 
Russia and the lack of direct mail 
or cable commun also. con- 
stitute obstacles to newal of 
trade. 

“My eee from the De- 
partment of Commerce qu 
announcement of the State hg 
ment issued last summer to the 
above effect. It aleo calls attention 
to the Treasury Department's state- 
ment, of Dec. 20, 1920, suspending 
all restrictions on. the éxportation 
of coin, bullion or curréney to soviet 
Russia, on the transfer Of credits 
to her, and on dealing in Rusésian 
exchange and rubles. 

“The difficulties incidental to 
financiig exports to Russia are such 
that in case any commodities are 
transported the advice of some well! 
known bank specializing in foreign 
trade, should be obtained.”
